“England is ready to put down a 
revolution here.” the Rev. Michael 
O’Flanaghan, vice president of the 
Sinn Fein National Council, told me 
just'' before I left Dublin two weeks 
ago.

there is the royal Irish constabulary, 
which is scattered through the rural 
districts and also polices all 
cities 
except Dublin. 
This force numbers 
11,000. 
The Dublin police force 
to­ 
tals 2000. 
Assuming there are only 
100,000 English soldiers in Ireland— 
and most of the estimates place the 
number at 200,000—the island, with a 
population of only four million, has 
one soldier or constable for 
every 
thirty-five persons. 
“Compare this with your New York, 
which has a population of six million 
and but little more than 10,000 police­ 
men. 
That is one policeman for ev­ 
ery COO persons in the most congest­ 
ed city in the world.” 
The Rev. Father O’Flanaghan, who 
has been 8U8]>ended from his church 
duties because of a Sinn Fein speech} 
he made in violation of one of 
the 
church rules, was unprepared to pre­ 
dict that Ireland would gain complete 
independence during his lifetime. (He 
appeared to be about 40.) 
“But we will give Mother England 
a ‘divil’ of a lot of trouble,” he said 
with a grin. 
“Ireland is sure to be 
independent in the end.” 
Jack O'Dowd, who drove the Jaunt­ 
ing cart on which I rode from the 
wharf to my hotel, shook his fist at 
the backs of a company of “tin-hat­ 
ted” English soldiers 
guarding 
the 
water front. 
“When you get home tell the Amer­ 
ican people how England is holding 
ireland with bayonets. 
We’re hoping 
America will help us get free of mill* 
tary rule.”

county. 
Building la Goal 
But $3500 is not the goal.

At these homes men are received 
when they are down and out. If they 
are intoxicated, they are cared for un­ 
til they are sober. Then help is of­ 
fered. 
They will be kept until they 
are on their feet, the aim being Jo get 
them upon a self-supporting basis. A 
man is put to doing whatever he can' 
do. 
During the war, the Salvation 
Army has dealt mostly with old men 
•who needed a chance to get a new 
foothold on life. Salvation Army men 
have learned to do anything. 
“They were useful in Firance,” said 
he, “because they could lead a meet­ 
ing, cook doughnuts 
or nurse the 
sick. In our cities we go on the the­ 
ory that a clean bed and a square 
meal come first, and a talk on religion 
can come afterwards. In my twenty 
years in this work I have personally 
administered to no less than 
7000 
men.** 
Tbs Rescua Heme 
Major M. Louise Coggeswhall, super­ 
intendent of the Salvation Army Res­ 
cue and Maternity Home in Los An­ 
geles, detailed the great work done by 
that and similar institutions for up- 
fortunate women and girls. 
“We go on the theory that in every 
woman somewhere is something good, 
if vou can get her at the right time 
and bring it out of her,” eaid she. “We 
care for those for whom few others 
care. 
The majority are young girls. 
When their babies are bom we find 
places for them where they can take 
their babies with them, and nearly 
L all of them want to keep their babies.
